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New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—David Parks 
Fackler, former president of the Actuarial 
society, in discussing the question of life 
insurance, declares in emphatic terms that 
policy holders pay too much. He says: 

“ Recent revelations as to the management 
of certain life insurance companies naturally 
have called public attention to their heavy 
expenditures, and many persons believe they 
charge far higher premiums than is neces- 
sary. That the cost of life insurance is greater 
than it should be is beyond quesiion, and we 
may say fairly that this probably is the only 
business in which competition has not had 
the effect of reducing the cost to the people. 
On the other hand, the excess net cost, after 
due allowance for dividends, is not as great 
as often is supposed. 

“In manufactures, agriculture, and trans- 
portation great reductions in cost have been 
made within a score of years. This cheapen- 
ing has been effected partly by cutting down 
the primary cost of materials to the producer 
before they were offered for sale and partly 
by reducing the expense of transferring them 
to the public after production, the latter sav- 
ing being effected through improved systems 
of consolidations that have cheapened and 
simplified work, 


Only Competition: Hiring of Agents. 
“in life insurance, however, it is impoussi- 
ble to reduce what may be called the pri- 
mary cost of affording insurance to the pub- 
lic, that depends upon the rate of mortality, 
which ig nearly unchangeable and is prac- 
tically the same in a large company as ina 
small company, Therefore, the only way 
to economize is by reducing the secondary 
elements of cost, i. e., the expense of get- 
ting business and the taking care of it at 
the home office after it had been obtained. 

** Practically all the business of life in- 
suTtance companies comes through agents 
and solicitors. Competition for business 
really is competition to obtain agents that 
will bring in business, and the natural effect 
of this has been to increase the commissions 
paid them and thus necessarily to enhance 
the cost to the insured. While this particu- 
larly is true of the companies that are work- 


-ingeunder high pressure in the race to o- 


tain the largest business, 2H, including the 
most.conservative, have been compelled to 
pay more than is proper, and even the most 
careful are paying commissions on an 
average twice as large as when the writer 
entered the business. 

‘it is interesting to note the advance in 
the expense rates of the cldest and largest 
company during the last furty-five years. 
in ldSvS-’5U-'UWW, the total expenses of this 
‘company were barely 8 per cent of the total 
income, the home office expenses being con- 
siderably in excess of the commissions to 
agents. 

Expenses Greatly Increased. 

“After the close of the war business in- 
creased rapidly and in competition to obiain 
it the commissions increased, their amouni 
becoming double that of the home office ex- 
penses, and the aggregate expenses became 
14 per cent of the total income. By 1870 the 
expenses had been reduced again to less than 
10 per cent of the total income and they con- 
tinued neariy the same for fifteen years. 

“Then a pretty steady increase began, 
owing to the apparent determination of new 
managers to do more business than any other 
company, regardless of expenseand the effcci 
on the interests of the policy hoiders. By 
1894 the expenses became more than 20 pe: 
cent, and ever since they have averaged fully 
as high. 

“I have computed the foregoing percent- 
ages upon the total income of the company, 
which relatively is more favorable than a 
reckoning. based upon the premium income 
alone, for the percentage of expense to the 
premium income during 1858, 1859, and 1860 
was only about 11, whereas latterly it has be- 
come as high as 26 or 28. 


Premiums Gradually Advance. 

‘*TIt also is interesting to examine the change 
in the premium rates of this oldest company 
during forty years. Here is a table show- 
ing the rates charged for ordinary whole life 
policies during the periods shown. 

With the exception of the last column, all 
the premiums shown are for participating 
policies:

“The premiums in the scale shown in the 
first column, adopted in 1868, practically are 
the same as those which had been used for 
the previous twenty-five years. So in thirty- 
six years from the organization of the com- 
pany in 1844 until 1879 the premiums cha: ged 
for this most usual form of policy scarcely 
had been changed at all. 


Didn’t Pay to Reduce Rates. 

“In 1879 the president of the company de- 
cided to reduce the rates for this form of 
policy 15 per cent, and those for other forms 
to a less extent, in the belief that the com- 
pany could thus obtain larger business than 
other companies that were charging high 
rates. This, however, did not prové to be 
the case, for the public did not appreciate the 
reduction, and the other companies, being 
able to pay | higher commissions on their 
larger rates obtained more agents and thus 
got more business. 

“ The principal competitor was a compara- 
tively new and smaller company which in 
1878 ‘did only three-fourths as much new 
business as the old company, but by 1885, 
despite the higher rates, succeeded in doing 
more than twice as much new business as 
the older company, and the following year, 
1586, pushed the total business ahead of 
that of the older company.

It is impossible to estimate the number of 
casualties, for as soon as the mob was dis- 
persed the streets were cordoned and the 


closed. It is known that the number of 
victims is large. 
Brutality by Soldiers. 

After the fighting was over men, women, 
and children were dragged intc the yrefect’s 
court yard, the gates to which were also 
closed. ‘‘hereupon began what is known as 
giving a lesson to “‘intellectuais.’’ Scores 
were taken to a long stable. Along the sides 
were drawn up two lines of picked troops, 
mostly Cossa’ s. The victims were made to 
run the gantiet. There were fifty men on 
each side, who brutally struck them with 
whips and the butt ends of. rifles. 

The victims of this ferocious brutality are 
forced to run the gantiet until they drop 
fainting or dead. They are then picked up 
and removed to prison, the infirmary or 
mortuary. Such brutality it is impossible 
to parallel in any civilized country. The 
unfortunate creatures are taken from the 
street to this, peculiar Russian form of exe- 
cution vithout the possibility of offering any 
defense or hearing what accusation is made 
against them. 


Cossacks Slain by Bombs?’ 


It is stated that the bomb that was thrown 
at the game market today killed twelve Cos- 
sack patrols. It is impossible to confirm the 
report, but it is certain that a number of 
riderless Cossack horses returned to the bar- 
racks after the collision with the bomb. 

It is feared that employés to the number of 
30,000 in the great factories may join the 
demonstration. The populace is exasperated 
to the last degree, less by the open street 
fighting than by the action of the police. 

The prefect has issued a proclamation which 
places the police and troops in absolute pos- 
session of more rights than a civilized army 
would employ againt an enemy in time of 
war. In virtye of the proclamation, the police 
seize any pérson they please. Any pretext is 
sufficient for arrest. 

The number of strikers here is increased by 
ihe basers joining their ranks. Bread is still 
procurabile ai double price, but there wili be 
wone tomorrow. No hewspapers are printed 
were and even St. Puterspurg papers are 
scarce, striking printers having waylaid the 
suppites and torn them to pieces at the rail- 
way station. 


Troops Guard Oil Fields. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. $.—Satisfactory 
measures for the future preservation of order 
in the Baku oil fields were determined on 
ioday at a conference under the presidency 
of Finance Minister Kokovsoff, of repre- 
sentatives of the government, the oil men, 
and the industries which consume naphtha. 

The oil men agreed to resume production. 
Their demand for the dismissal of all na- 
tives from the police and the organization 
of a force composed of Russians at the ex- 
pense of the oi] men was accepted. The 
iroops at Baku now, numbering 9,000, will 
be distributed, according to the suggestions 
of a committee of well Owners, for the pro- 
tection of the fields and works. 

Concession to Finland. 

HELSINGFORS, Finland, Oct. 8—At a 
conference of Finnish officials with the em- 
peror at Peterhof on Saturday, an important

New Hampshire Episcopal Clergy Or- 
ganize to Carry On Spirit of Joint 


Peace Services at Portsmouth. 


Concord, N. H., Oct. 8.—A number of the 
Episcopal clergy of the diocese of New 
Hampshire have made preliminary arrange- 
ments for the formation of an association 
which will have for its object the union of 
the Anglican church with the orthodox 
church of Russia and ofher ancient churches 
of the east.

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—By the 
prompt action of Charies Williams, operator 
in the north tower of Jeffersonville, Ind., 
what might have been a frightful wreck, en- 
tailing great loss of life, was averted.

ELEVEN BANDITS PUT TO DEATH 


Mexican Rurales Round Up Slayers and 
Robbers of Mine Foreman and 
Assistant. 


Guadalahara, México, Oct. 8—Eleven of 
the bandits engaged in the holdup of Manuel 
Parades, shipping foreman of the Buena 
Vista mines, and his two assistants, six 
miles west of Hostotipaquillo, Jalisco, have 
been captured and shot by the rurales. It 
was learned that fifteen men participated 
in the holdup. The seareh for the other 
four bandits ie still in progress. The bandits 
killed Parades and one assistant, wounded 
the other assistant, and secured $5,000, 
which was being taken out to the Buena 
Vista mines to pay the miners. The greater 
part of the money was recovered.

WAR CLAIMED 72,450 JAPANESE. 


Official Returns Show Mikado’s Losses 
to Be 46,180 Killed, 10,990 Dead 
of Wounds, 15,300 of Disease.

The police were tipped off that a full sized riot 
was in progress and 4 big squad hurried to 
Pierson hall, which was the center of dis- 
turbance. , 

But the bluecoats came away empty hand- 
ed. The elusive freshies waited until they 
had entered. Then the lights went out and 
when the coppers recovered from the shock 
the quiet of the night was broken only by 
heavy breathing of “ sleepers,"’ occasionally 
with a snore, 

In Height of Their Glory. 

It was a great night for the first year men. 
They jumped on and ran troliey cars, drove 
a policeman from the beat, and frightened 
several women almost into hysterics. 

Blank cartridges were shot off, and buck- 
ets of water and bundies of paper on fire were 
thrown from rooms on the third and fourth 
floors of Pierson hall on the heads of pedes- 
trians. 

For nearly two hours they blocked York 
street and allowed nothing but trolley cars 
to go through it, and these on an irregular 
schedule. . 

Try Long Distance Serenade. 

Wearying of these gentle artics, the scout- 
ing parties gradually congregated at Pierson 
hall, their dormitory. “Here they undertook 
to give the town a long distance serenade. 
The tunes were many and varied. Some one 
yelled fire. {Then lighted matches came in 


| showers out o? the windows, making @ beau- 


tiful display. This was followed by water- 
falls all along the front of the building from 
water bottles on window ledges. 

Indignant professors hurried to the scene, 
but being set upon by the none too gentle 
students hurriedcway. Thenarevolver was 
fired and a nervous bookworm in an opposite 
building telephoned to the central station 
that the entire faculty was being murdered. 


Outwit the Coppers. 

The bluecoats came. The commotion was 
at its height. Six coppers tried to get into 
the building® to make arrests, but the lock 
was sprukg. A policeman pushed his billy 
through a big pane of glass in the front 
door and crawled through. He let in other 
policemen, and then every light in the great 
building went out in an Instant. 

More cops were sent for, and they in- 
vaded the building in the darkness, but no 
one knew anything about thetrouble. Many 
of the rooms were locked when they knocked. 
No arrests were made, 

About 500 people blocked the street in 
front of the dormitory. Trolley traffic 
through the thoroughfare wae heid up for 
some time, 

Formal complaint was made tonight, and 
several warrants will be made tomorrow.

Text of Mayor’s Message. 

The mayor said last evening that while he 
might have a supplemental message on trae 
tion matters for the council tonight, he 
hardly thought so.

'  _‘Hits at “Alleged” Referendum. 

“ Thirteenth—Section contains a pro 
vision viding for an referendum 
of the oMdinance tothe people. It is socraftily 
and ingeniously drawn, however, as to make 
it practically worthless. In the first place, 
the section provides that the ordinance shall 
take effect from and after its acceptance by 
the company without waiting for any refer- 
endum of any character. In other words, the 
ordinance goes into force at once without 
waiting for a referendum and @en provides 
that, if cervain things shall happen, the ordi- 
nance shall cease to be operative. 

“The ordinance remains in effect unless 
the question as to*the continuance in force 
of the same shal! be submitted to a vote of 
the electors of the city of Chicago under the 
public policy act at the municipal election to 
be held in the city in April, 1906, and a ma- 
jority of all the-electors shall vote against the 
continuance’ in force of this ordinance. In 
other words, it throws the ‘burden upon the 
people of getting up a petition, of seeing that 
all the names upon this petition are valid, 
that all of the signers are legal voters, that 
they have complied with all the requirements | 
of the law, that the petition is filed within 
the proper time, and that it is properly word- 
ed as to form, that it is placed upon the ballot 
by the commissioners at the proper time, and 
in the proper place, and that a mejority of 
all the electors—not a majority of those vot- 
ing on the proposition—shall vote against 
the continuance in force of the ordinance. 


Puts Burden on People. 

“Te throws all the burden of mistakes in 
accuracy and omission upon the people, and 
over and above all it is questionable in law if 
the ordinance went into full force prior to 
the taking of this referendum, whether the 
ordinance could be invalidated by any act 
of the electors after it became a binding con- 
tract between the city and the company. If 
the council and the mayor should permit the 
passage of this ordinance, grossly unfair as it 
is to the people and violative of their rights 
in the streets in defiance of their opinion 
already expressed at the polls, and the people 
should rely upon this provision of the ordi- 
nance, in my judgment, they will be relying 
upon a broken reed. If 199,000 of the 400,000 
voters of Chicago should vote against the 
ordinance and only 10,000 vote in its favor 
the ordinance would still stand. 4 


Picks Mechanical Defects. 
“The ordinance is defective and fails to 
protect the interests of the public in many 
other particulars. I am informed by a me- 


in not requiring the company to renew worn- 
out tracks whether in paved or unpaved 
streets with ‘ Trilby’ rails weighing at least 
ninety-five pounds to the yard, and not re- 
quiring that the pavement shall be of gran- 
ite on concrete foundation, or such other 
pavement as the city shall from time to time 
direct.

I can find no provision in the 
proposed ordinance relating to service which 
requires the company to run more than one 
car an hour on any of its lines, 


Sinking Fund Clause Lacking. 

“But the most tmportant of these other 
defects is that there is no provision whatever 
in this ordinance from beginning to end that 
the meager compensation paid by the com- 
pany t6 the city shall be preserved asa sink- 
ing or purchase fund for the purchase of the’ 
property of the company by the city at any 


| time hereafter when it attempts to exercise 


its alleged purchase rights in the ordinance. 


is to be paid into the city treasury without 
any restriction as to its use and without 
having impres upon it a trust character 
to be used for Purchase purposes only, and 
it can be, and if this ordinance is passed, I 
predict, it will be, dissipated and used for 
other purposes. 

“If the city officials have the right to use 
this money for any and all purposes, it is 
highly probable that, in the city of Chicago. 
where there is so much nh of the use of 
money for corporate purposes in the way of 
improvements, any finds paid into the 
public treasury without being impressed with 
a trust character ‘will be used for the building: 
of a new city hall or for other necessary cor- 
porate purposes. , 

*“* And if the demands of the city for general 
corporate purposes do not bring about the 
dissipation of such funds, it would be in the 
interests of the men owning and operating 
the Chicago City railway company to sug- 
gest methods to the city authorities for dis- 
sipating this fund so that at no time during 
the life of this ordinance would the city be in 
a position to buy. The city would have on 
hand no sinking fund and, therefore, could 
not purchase the company’s property under 
the terms of the ordinance, except by the 
sale of Mueller certificates. 


Replica of “Tentative Ordinance.”’ 


‘““The whole ordinance, in my judgment, 
is but a thinly disguised replica of the so- 
called ‘ tentative ordinance,’ or an ordinance 
more dangerous and prejudicial to the people 
than the se-called ‘tentative ordinance,’ 
which was buried by the people by an-over- 
whelming vote only six months ago. 

“The people of Chicago have declared most 
emphatically against the passage not only 
of the so-called tentative ordinance but of 
any ordinance extending the franchises of 
the present companies. This ordinance would 
not only extend the franchises of the present 
companies for the utmost limit permitted 
under the law but does it im®a manner so 
grossly indifferent to the people's rights as 
to warrant a most unqualified condemnation 
of the same.” 


MISS HALEY CANNOT BE FOUND. 


Educator, Who Accused Ald. Martin, Re- 
mains from Home—Efforts to 
Reach Him Fail. 


Miss Margaret Haley, who charged that 
Ald. Charles Martin had told her he would 
vote for any ordinance submitted by the 
traction companies if he was given $50,000, 
could not be found in Chicago yesterday. 
At her residence, .6415 Emerald avenue, it 
was sald early in the afternoon that Miss 
Haley was out, but that she was expected 
to return in the evening. At 11:30 p. m. 
she had not returned, and at that time her 
sister said that probably she was staying 
with friends and would not come back owing 
to the lateness of the hour. 

At the house of Ald. Martin, -3523 Union 
avenue, the same condition existed. It was 
said in the morning that he was in Laporte, 
Ind., and would not return during the day. 
In the afternoon Ald. Martin was seen driv- 
ing about the city. In the evening his house 
was dark and no one answered the doorbell. 

Miss Haley madé her charge against Ald. 
Martin Saturday’ night at an indignation 
meeting of about forty members from 
various municipal ownership bodies held in 
the Great Northern hotel.

Search for Best Municipal System 
‘Delayed to Fight “Com- 
mon Enemy.”’

The Municipal Ownership league arranged 
yesterday what President T. P. Quinn styled 
“a treaty.” But perhape the term “ armed 
truce’’ better describes the situation. 
Using the word “ tredty,”’ however, it can be 
said to be an offensive and defensive one 
to meet and defeat the common enemy, the 
street car companies, in their attempt to 
secure extensions of thetr existing fran- 
chises. If this is accomplished, then the 
members of the league can go back to their 
former’ amusement of quarreling among 
themselves as tao which its the best form of 
municipal ownership and which is the best 
method of securing it. 

The meeting was fully atended, thirty-two 
of the members of the league being on hand. 


-The exact membership cannot be had, but 


it fs generally put down as approximating 
fifty. It Was called to determine whether 
the league should indorse the ‘ contract 
plan’ of the mayor or the “ Berlet’’ plan, 
named after its, proposer and approved by 
a majority of the committee which had the 
matter for consideration, 


| Meeting Is “ Harmonious.”’ 

As the friends of the mayor, the “ pay roll 
brigade,” as William Nevin styles them, Were 
advertised to be prepared to make a hard 
fight to get the league to repudiate the recom- 
mendation of the committee and indorse the 
* contract plan,” a lively time was looked for. 
In fact, however, the meeting was an exceed- 
ing! harmonious affair. 

That is to say, it was harmonious in the 
light that it was a gathering of the Municipal 
Ownership league. Had it been a Quaker 
meeting it could have been truthfully de- 
scribed as tempestuous and disorderly. Asa 
rule, nobody spoke more than twice on the 
same question, although some of the mem- 
bers exceeded this limit and no language was 
used which could have been objected to as 
unparliamentary. 


| Terms of the “ Treaty.” 

** We had no trouble in coming to an agree- 
ment,’’ explained President Quinn, “as the 
advocates of the mayor’s ‘contract plan’ 
entered into a treaty with us, whereby it was 
agreed that if we would not force the ‘ Berlet 
plan ’ they inside of the week would abandon 
the * weg? et plan,’ and under these circum- 
stances there was nothing else for us to do 
but accede. f 

“'They retreated from their position of ad- 
vo¢acy of the ‘ contract plan’ and said they 
would have another one to propose during 
the: week, and so we held back to see what it 
would be. The ‘ Berlet plan,’ however, had 
beén approved by eleven of the thirteen 
members of the committee and would have 
been recommended favorably to the meeting 
by the committee had not this treaty been 
made. The wisdom of the plea that it was 
necessary for us to forget our personal dif- 
ferénces 80 we could unite in the fight against 
the franchise ordinance of the street car 
companies also was recognized. So the reso- 
lutions adopted had only six dissenting 
votes.”’ 

Provide for “Swift Resistance.” 

These resolutions have a long preamble, 
setting forth that the “audacious attitude ” 
of the traction companies calls for ‘“ swift 
and effective resistance."” “‘ The blackened 
record of these corporations,’’ is referred to 
as one reason why no ordinance should be 
granted them and the “ complaisance, not to 
say enthusiasm, with which their proposals 
are received by certain aldermen” is given 
as ¢ause for all friends of municipal owner- 
ship. to get together. 

“To divide on policies, while the principle, 
for which we have fought so long, is strug- 
gling for its existence is not wise,"’ concludes 
the preamble. 


" Text of the Resolution. 


Resolved, That, in view of the seriousness of the 
situation, the task of perfecting a complete and 
effective system of municipal ownership be left 
in abeyance until a more opportune time, and the 
Municipal Ownership league take up the task of 
rousing the people of Chicago to.the imminent 
danger to the interests of all the people as pre- 
sented in the vicious and burdensome conditions 
and requirements of the proposed ordinance de- 
manded by the Chicago City railway company. 

This resolution was drawn and signed by 
Daniel L. Cruice, John A. Watson, Addison 
C. Blakely, H. H. Hardinge, and William 
Berlet. 

Resolutions favoring the Dever referendum 
resolution in the council and providing for 
ward and township organization of the league 
on political lines also were adopted. 


Mayor Denies Abandoning His Plan. 

Mayor Dunne said afterwards he had 
no knowledge of having abandoned his “‘ con- 
tract plan."’ The ‘“ Berlet plan’ provides 
that the city shall take over and operate the 
lines without the intervention of a company 
of any kind. 


STREET CAR MEN ATTACKED 
AFTER BOY IS RUN DOWN. 


James Smith Crushed Under Wheels— 
Crowd Chases Motor Operator Half a 
Mile and Drives Conductor to Saléon. 


A motorman and conductor on the Center 
avenue line were attacked by a crowd of per- 
sons at’ Fiftieth street last night after their 
car had run over and badly injured a 4 year 
old+boy. The child lay under the wheels 
while the motorman was chased for half a 
mile. The crowd then returned and drove the 
conductor to the shelter of a saloon. 

The injured boy was James Smith Jr., son 
of Jamés Smith, 5017 May street. While 
walking with his parents, he broke away, ran 
in front of the car, and was thrown under the 
wheels.

The money was placed in the safe back 
of the cashier's desk by Manager Hier- 
onymus and the combination of the safe was 
known only to him, but when he visited 
the restaurant in the morning he discovered 
the lock had been tampered with. Investi- 
gation disclosed the fact that the vault had 
been opened and the contents taken out. 

The police were told Miss Bascom had been 
boarding with Mrs. W. H. Fifield at 43 
Eighteenth street, but that she left that 
place early in the morning. 


Absent from Boarding Place. 

Mrs. Fifield said Anna Bascom had not 
been at the house since she left for work 
Saturday morning. The young woman had 
told Mrs. Fifield that she expected to marry 
Edward Harding, an assistant to Manager 
Hieronymus. Harding called on Miss Bas- 
com last Thursday evening and together, 
it is said, they tore up and burned all the 
young woman's papers. 

Harding was sought by the police, but 
he was not at his lodgings, 248 Indiana 
street. He had left a note saying he would 
return Monday. He is off duty regularly 
on Sundays, 

Mr. Hieronymous says he believes the 
cashier's real name is Anna F¢rrell. Em- 
ployés of the café told him that'she came 
here from S8t. Louis. The girl is described 
as being 25 years old, tall in stature, and 
good looking. She has light hair, blue eyes 
and always dresses well. / 


Thinks Girl May Return. \ 

A. C. Miller, assistant manager of the café, 
in speaking of the disappearnce of the money; 
said:

ANARCHIST PARSONS’ WIDOW | 
SILENCED BY THE POLICE. 


Sergeant Brennan Prevents Her from 
Delivering a Speech at a Gathering of 
Russian Revolutionists. 


Mrs. Lucy Parsons, widow of one of the 
men hanged for complicity in the Haymarket 
riot, was prevented by the police last night 
from making a speech at a dance in a room 
at Desplaines and Lake streets, which was 
known as Zepf’s hall at the time of the 
riot. 

The dance was given by members of the 
‘“‘Arbeiter Ring,” who declare themselves 
revolutionists and freethinkers. Speeches 
advocating forcible methods of revolution 
were forbidden by Police Sergeant Brennan. 
With a one sided debate in prospect, the 
speakers subsided after complaining of the 
‘‘throttling of free speech.” 

A majority of the attendants were Russian 
Jews, who recently had participated in 
Ghetto riots. They got up the dance to dis- 
play their antagonism to the orthodox Jews, 
who were observing the “day of atone- 
ment.”’ 

Mrs. Parsons had reached the platform and 
was preparing for her speech when twenty 
policemen of the Desplaines street station, 
commanded by Sergt. Brennan, appeared in 
the hall. Shouts of derision greeted them 
when the sergeant approached Mrs. Parsons. 

‘* You'd. better not make any speeches here 
tonight,’’ he advised. ‘* The affair is billed 
as a dance, and you can all begin now and 
enjoy yourselves.” 

The woman protested vigorously and de- 
clared she would make a speech in defiance’ 
of the police order. Later she reconsidered 
her determination and said she would speak 
this afternoon at the same place. Zepf's hall

PASTOR, ACCUSED BY GIRL, 
DECLARES CASE I$ ENDED. 


Dr. Titus Pehl, Who Resigned from 
Church in Chicago Heights, Says 
Warrant Will Not Be Served. 


The Rev. Titus Pohl, 1128 Newport avenue, 
who recently resigned his pastorate of the 
Lutheran Migsion church, Chicago Heights, 
because he was accused by Miss Lydia Wret- 
man of Moline, IL, last night stated that the 
case had been settled and that the warrant 
for his arrest, which had been issued before 
Justice Henry Roth three weeks ago, would 
not be served.

BLACK MOB LYNCHES NEGRO. 


Ex-Convict Accused of Attacking Two 
Colored Girls Near Bainbridge, 
Ga., Put to Death. 


Bainbridge, Ga., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Tom 
Seabwright, a negro ex-convict, yesterday 
attacked two negro girls and was taken from 
the sheriff last night by a large mob of 
negroes and lynched. 

The first assault enraged the negroes, who 
joined the white officers. This posse éncoun- 
tered another party of armed § negroes, 
who were searching for Seabwright on ac- 
count of the second crime, done while being 
pursued for the first. As soon as the man 
was captured the negroes cried for imme- 
diate death, and the officérs tried ineffectu-

ONE ARREST IS MADE. 
Frank Meschaellowsky Is Discoy- 


ered with a Bullet Wound 
in the Head. 


Submerged in the lake at the foot of Barry 
avenue and with a bullet wound in the right 
temple, the body of Frank Meschaellowsky, 
a real estate dealer, was found yesterday 
morning. Apparently death had been causgd 
by the wound. 

The evidence found by the police supports 
both a suicide and murder theory, and an in- 
vestigation: along both lines is being con- 
ducted. 


John Rezineki, 66 Coblentz street, is being 


held at the Chicago avenue police station. 
His arrest followed information given to the 
police by his sister, Maria, who said that the 
two men frequently had quarréled recently. 
She told the police that the most serious 
quarrel was due to the fact that her sister, 
Sophia, recently had testified against Leo 
Meschaellowsky, 22 years old, who was on 
trial, charged with having committed rob- 
bery. The elder brother, it is said, had been 
making earnest efforts to free the young man 
of the charge and became angry when the 
Rezinski girl testified against him. 


Police Learn of Quarrels. 

The police say that the two men have not 
been on friendly terms for several months. 
When questioned by the police, Rezinski is 
said by the police to have told conflicting 
stories. When asked by Inspector Shippy 
where Meschaellowsky was, he replied that 
he was dead. 

‘* How do you know that he is dead?” asked 
the inspector. 

Rezinski, it is said, became confused and 
refused to answer. At length, according to 
the police, he said that he had seen the body 
taken from the water. He will be held pend- 
ing further investigation. 


Duck Hunter Finds the Body. 

The body was found early in the morning 
by Joseph Lietc, 23 West Barry avenue, who 
was going out on the lake to hunt ducks. 
As he approached the beach his dog ran 
ahead and suddenly stopped, parking loudly. 
The dog's actions caused Lietc to investigate 
and the body was found. He dragged it to 
the beach and notified the police. It was 
taken to undertaking rooms at 302 Belmont 
avenue. Although the body apparently had 
been in the water only a few hours, much of 
the evidence which might lead to the deter- 
mination of the manner of death had been 
lost through the action of the water. 

When the pockets of the clothes ‘were 
searched a revolver was the only thing found. 
The weapon showed no signs of having been 
used recently. 

Meschaellowsky was 30 years old and lived 
with’his parents at 982 North Hoyne avenue. 
Relatives of the man declared that he hada 
watch and some money when he left the 
house Saturday morning, and ¢hat he seemed 
to be in good spirits. They are unable to 
give any reason why he should have com- 
mitted suicide. 


Medical Student Found Dead. 

The body of W. C. Lowther, a Northwestern 
university medical freshman, was found itn 
his gas filled room, 29008 Indiana avenue, 
about 3 o'clock in the morning by Patrick 
Moran, the landlord. The tip of the gas jet 
had been knocked off and it was the odor of 
the escaping. gas which aroused the landlord. 
A piece of paper, found in the pockets, gave 
Lowther’s age as 29 years and. his home ad- 
dress as Milton, Wis. On a table were a 
watch and chain, $5.64 in small change, and 
a sight draft for $75. Itis believed he became 
despondent from some unknown cause. 

The body was taken to Perrigo’s morgue, 
2973 State street, and an inquest will be held 
this morning at 10 o’clock. 

Found Dead Near Railroad Tracks. 

The body of Albert Dankert, 24 years old, 
384 Thirty-ninth street, was found early in 
the morning dying beside the Belt railroad 
tracks at Ninety-third street. The police be- 
lieve the man was murdered and are making 
an Investigation.

Federal Prisoner, on Way to Savannah 
from Canada, Admits Mistake in 
Fleeing from Justice. 


Savannah, Ga., Oct. 8—John F. Gaynor was 
seen tonight aboard the train that {s bringing 
him and Benjamin D. Greene to Savannah. 
He said: 

“IT am glad that we are going back to 
Georgia.

Cleveland, O., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in his life John D. Rockefeller 
publicly divulged his secret ambition today. 
It was, he said, to have good will toward 
all men and to possess the solace of the good 
will of all men. This statement was made 
in the course of his address to the Sunday 
school of the Buclid Avenue Baptist church 

He prefaced a five minutes’ talk with the 
Statement that he had just harvested 3,000 
bushels of oats from his fields in the vicinity 
of Forest Hill, and was exceedingly proud 
of his ability as a farmer. He drew the 
attention of his hearers to other crops 
which should be worked with exceeding 
care, and which would grow in all soils and 
under ali conditions. 


Good Will Greatest of Crops. 

In his talk to the Sunday school Mr. Rocke- 
feller sald: 

“There is a crop of patience which will 
thrive and bring results not only in Cleve- 
land but also in crowded New York. Then 
there is charity which also will flourish any- 
where on earth. The crop which I consider 
and always have thought to be the most 
precious, bringing, as it does, the greatest 
comfort to mankind, is good will to all men. 

“IT say to you we must practice [t toward 
all, toward every man we meet. I cannot im- 
press this too strongly on your minds, for 
this has been my great ambition. It ts the 
greatest comfort of mankind. It isthe great 
and ameliorating balm which heals the 
wounds of the world and which with broth- 
erly love makeslife worth living. Its harvest 
is the solace of good will of all men. 

“It pays better than gold, silver, iron, or 
It is more valuable than all that 
comes from the earth. It will bring that 
which can be gained in no other way.’’ 


Feels Like a Sponge. 

His voice filled with emotion as he reached 
the climax of his statement, and his hearers 
could not help recalling the biting criticism 
which has been heaped upon the richest man 
in the world. And then, as if realizing that 
his emotion had revealed to his hearers too 
much of his real feeling, Mr. Rockefeller 
added: 

‘“*T have been so blessed this summer that 
I feel like a sponge—I have taken in so much. 
But be like a pump—give out as much ag you 
take in. Take blessings in, draw them up, then 
push them along to some oneelse. This state 
of things will make a heaven right here on 
earth for all.of us. Remember that.”

PORT ARTHUR HERO BURIED. 


St. Petersburg Does Honor to Maj. Gen. 
Krondratenko, Designated in Funeral 
Sermon as “Soul of the Siege.”’ 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 8.—The arrival 
of the body of Maj. Gen. Krondratenko, 
ander of the Seventh East Siberian 
Rifles, who was killed last December at Port 
Arthur, and its interment in the venerable 
Alexander Nevsky monastery today were 
marked by a most impressive military and 
civil spectacle. 

Thousands of spectators, standing silent 
and uncovered in a drizzling rain, walled 
the broad Nevsky Prospect from the Moscow 
station to the gates of the monastery, while 
grand dukes, ministers of state, courtiers, 
and the highest officers of the army and 
navy followed the coffin on foot through .he 
muddy streets ascommon mourners with the 
widow and son of the dead general. 

The emperor had been expected to attend, 
but as he was unable to do so he was repre- 
sented by Grand Duke Vladimir. 

Metropolitan Antonius, assisted by the im- 
perial choristers, celebrated the “* Paniche- 
da” for requiem, and eulogized Gen. Kron- 
dratenko as “ the soul of the siege, for wher 
he died the fortresa fell.’’ 


WAS MIKASA MUTINY VICTIM? 


Story Current in Japan Battleship Was 
Blown Up by Officers to Sup- 
press Rebellion. 


Victoria, B. C., Oct. 8.—The steamer Tartar, 
which arrived yesterday, brought hews from 
Japan that a story was current that the ac- 
cident to the battleship Mikasa, at Sasebo, 
was the result df a mutiny on board, because 
of the resentment by the crew to the peace 
terms. 

Robert W. Collins, the correspondent who 
was with Kuroki’s army throughout the cam- 
paign, was a passenger on the Tartar, and 
said the story was given some credence in 
diplomatic circles in Japan. 

Mr. Collins said the report was that the 
men had mutinied and attempted to seize 
the ship when some officers fired the maga- 
zine. Soon after the disaster Admiral Togo 
went to Tokio to lay a report of the occur- 
rence before the emperor. 


NEW ARMY PLAN FOR BRITAIN. 


Council Organizing Scheme for Quarter 
of Million Men for Foreign 
Service. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Daily Chronicle an- 
nounces this morning that Arnold > orster, 
secretary of state for war, is working out 
with an army council a new scheme to or- 
ganize a ‘' national army of a quarter of 
a million men, to be composed mainly of 
militia and suppiemented by regulars and 
volunteers avallable for foreign service. The 
project, the paper says, includes the build- 
ing of barracks throughout the country for 
the new force with special depots, and that 
it is proposed to intrust home defenses to 
the yeomanry and volunteers and the de- 
fense of the coasts to the royal garrison 
artillery. 


CHINA PLANS GREAT WAR PLAY. 


Forthcoming Maneuvers Will Be on the 
Largest Scale Ever Attempt- 
ed!in Empire. 


Victoria, B. C., Oet. &—Advices received 
from the orient indicate that China is mak- 
ing great preparations for the forthcoming 
military maneuvers, which will be on the 
largest scale attempted in China. The for- 
eign office at Peking has invited various pow- 
ers to send representatives. Military offi- 
,cets from every province in China have been 
‘ordered to attend for the purpose of study. 
The army tobe reviewed is the Pieyang 
army, commanded by Viceroy Yuan Shih 
Kai, which in future will be uniformed simi- 
larly to the Japanese.

Sultan’s Dilatory Policy Seems at 
End; Agents Depart for 
Uskub, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 8.—~The 
yesterday notified the Ottoman gov ent 
that they would wait no longer for the sul- 
tan’s consent to the Macedonian reform 
scheme, Today the agents appointed by the 
powers started for Uskub. They will take 
over the control of the finances of the Mace- 
donian provinces. 

The powers by their summary action have 
forced a crisis in the Macedonian situation. 


Powers’ Decision Unalterable. 

On Sept. 26 the six powerg sent to the porte 
a collective note declaring that their decision 
to assume internatiopa!l control of the finances 
of Macedonia was terable. 

On Oct. 2 the porte replied to the powers 
that it could not accept the acheme, declaring 
that the proposed plan was an infringement 
‘upon the sovereign rights of the sultan. The 
powers were requested to withdraw their 
demands. is the powers refused to do, 
and today their agents started for Uskub. 

It is not believed that the sultan will con- 
tinue his opposition to the Macedonian re- 
form scheme. Now that the powers have 
forced the issue he will be forced to submit. 


Likely to Solve Problem. 

In diplomatic circles it is not expected that 
the plan which the powers have now decided 
to enforce will solve the Macedonian prob- 
lem, or even that it will secure good admin- 
istration to the inhabitants of the vilayets 
to which they apply. But it will do something 
to mitigate some of the worst forms of the 
chronic oppression under which these people 
live, and the powers doubtless will effect this 
installment of reform without endangering 


the peace of Europe, 


WOULD HOLD CZAR AS ALLY. 


Paris Temps Urges Maintenance of Com- 
pact Between France and 
 Bussia. 


PARIS, Oct. 8.—The necessity for the main- 
tenance of a Franco-Russian alliance is vig- 
orously urged in the course of a leading 
article in the semi-official Temps, which 
points out that the public opinion of both 
countries is unanimously in favor of the 
continuance of the alliance. 

The article adds that the accords with 
Italy and Great Britain served to allay an- 
noying misunderstandings, that both were 
the natural outcome of events, and France 
ought,, categorically, to refuse to renounce 
them. 

The Temps, however, does not favor an 
Anglo-French alliance, whjch, it says, would 
be useful to Great Britain but compromis- 
ing to France, and probably would create 
trouble in Europe. 


CALLS OFF SALVATION COLONY. 


Gen. Sooth’s Scheme for Australia Col- 
lapses Owing to Possibility 
of Conflict. 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—The colonizing scheme 
of Gen. Booth of the Salvation army ap- 
pears to have collapsed as far as Australia 
is concerned. Gen. Booth proposed to send 
out 5,000 families, provided the AustraHan 
government would give them land. The 
government announced ite wiNingness to 
consider the scheme, but the colony called 
loudly for a process of selection in order to 
prevent the immigration of needy colonists. 
As a result Gen. Booth has cabled Alfred 
Deakin, prime minister of Australia, ex- 
pressing his regret that, owing to these 
difficulties, he cannot proceed with an effort 
that is likely to involve a conflict. 


AGAIN HONOR MISS ROOSEVELT. 


Japanese Officials Drive Her in Imperial 
Carriage to Train, Which She 
Boards for Nikko. 


TOKIO, Oct. 8, 2:30 p. m.—Miss Alice Roose- 
velt passed through this city this morning 
en route to Nikko. She was met at the sta- 
tion by the governor of the city and the mas- 
ter of ceremonies and driven to Uyeno in an 
imperial carriage, where she took the train 
for Nikko. She appeared to bein excellent 
health. 


VESUVIUS. IS MORE VIOLENT. 


Explosions Occur with Increasing Fre. 
quency and Lava Is Flowing 
Over Old Channels. 


NAPLES, Oct. 8.—Since last night Vesu- 
vius has been Increasing in activity, with the 
explosions more violent and frequent. Lava 
is more abundant and is flowing over pre- 
vious channels, which are becoming filled up.

It may be that political 
humiliation awaits me if I continue In my 
course. If so, I am willing to pay the price.” 


Aroused by Greed and Avarice. 

Gov. Hanly referred to the widespread cor- 
ruption in the political and business life of 
the country at the present time, and to the 
work he is doing In his own state, and made 
a stirring appeal! for opposition on the part 
of voters to “ greed and avarice and lust 
of gain.’’ 

“The nation today,”’ he said, “ is at a low 
tide in the patriotism of peace, It is treason 
from which there is danger constant and im- 
minent—the treason of peace. It is found 
in the halls of congress and in the judicial 
chamber—sometimes with the judicial er- 
mine about its shoulders, pretending to aa- 
minister justice.

achievements there seems reason to Brea 
the new cure to turn out better than its 
predecessors. 

Prof. Behring does not reveal the whole 
secret of his remedy. He has as yet tried it 
only on animals. There must be elaborate 
experiments with it on human beings before 
the real degree of its utility can be known, 
He expects to have fully demonetrated its 
efficiency and to be able to make public his 
formula before the next session of the in- 
ternational tuberculosis congress, which 
will be held in the United States in 1908. If 
his anticipations are realized he will at-that 
time make a free gift of his discovery to 
humanity. The principle of the new cure, 
‘Prof. Behring says, is entirely different from 
that of the antitoxin, but it appears from the 
statement that it is administered by sub- 
cutaneous injections: Ifso, the new method 
of treating consumption is to be somewhat 
similar to those now used in treating diph- 
theria and in preventing smallpox. 

Prof. Behring’s announcement causes less 
gratification than it would if he said that 
his remedy was ready for immediate general 
use.’ It nevertheless arouses new and ar- 
dent hope in the breasts not only of those 
who are already in the clutches of a most 
deadly malady but also in those of all who 
appreciate what a boon to humanity the 
extirpation of that malady from the earth 
‘t,wonld be. The world never had a greater 
benefactor than the man Will. be who van- 
‘quishes the “‘ great white plague.” 


? ‘WHAT AILS CHICAGO. 

There is a set speech which for years 
mayors, controllers, and other spokesmen of 
‘municipal administrations have made on 
public occasions. Mayor Dunne repeated it 
at the dinner of the Chicago Commercial 
association Saturday night. He explained 
that the only “ crying need ” of the various 
departments of the city government is more 
money. He produced the customary figures 
showing that Chicagoans pay less per capita 
towards street cleaning and fire and police 
protection than the taxpayers of some other 
cities, and gave his hearers to understand 
that if Chicago property owners were more 
liberal in their contributions the municipal 
government would give them a mode! city. 
Like his predecessors, he failed to say that 
the per capita wealth of Chicago is not so 
great as that of certain eastern cities whose@ 
lavish per capita expenditure is held up as 
a. model to be imitated. 

Probably there were few at the dinner 
who have not during the last thirty years 
often heard or read that stereotyped ex- 
| planation of the failure of successive offi- 
cials to perform their duties to the full sat- 
isfaction of the public. Never has an offi- 
cial hinted that he or some of his subordi- 
nates might be to blame for poor service— 
that-they shirked their duties or were un- 
able to perform them. They never have 
admitted that anything except the lack of 
much money was responsible for bad ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh gave in his 
speech certain reasons for the defects of 
municipal government in Chicago which 
the mayor, following the example of his 
predecessors, sedulously ignored. One of 
the reasons is that “ our city government 
long ago beeame clogged with personal and 
spoils. politics.” As a consequence “ we 
have lost ‘all governmental efficiency—that 
efficiency which carried with it ever prompt 
results and ever sure and wise economies.” 
It is true, as Mr. MacVeagh said, that that 
efficiency cannot be had “ as long as politics 
as we know politics is a factor in the city 
service,” A municipal administration 
which shall acquire efficiency by purging 
itself of politics will find that the need for 
more money is not so great as it seems now. 
The revenues of the city do not go so far as 
they should because of the incoropetency 
and inefficiency of a government ruled by 
personal and spoils politics. 

“ Another thing which has been lost,” 
said Mr. MacVeagh, “ is uniform, resolute, 
and continuous enforcement of the law.” 
Municipal administrations uninfluenced by 
politics would have enforced laws and or- 
dinances impartially. They would not have 
been guilty of “the old, familiar attempt 
to distinguish becween law breaking and 
violence by habitual criminals and law 
breaking and violence by men of industrious 
lives.” 

As Mr. MacVeagh says, the people of 
Chicago are responsible for the impairment 
of the efficiency of local government by 
spoils politics. If its departments are run by 
politicians for politicians it is because they 
will it or permit it. “‘ The determining de- 
fect now is the defect in the people's concep- 
tion of what a city government is meant 
for.” When they are more enlightened they 
will desire a better government, and get it. 

It may take a long time to open their eyes, 
but the process would be hastened if they 
were by accident to elect a mayor who real- 
izes the defects Mr. MacVeagh indicates 
and did the best he could to remedy them. 
If Mayor Dunne were to take the advice of 
Mr. MacVeagh and start the “radical 
change ” in the point of view and motives of 
local government which is essential to the 
welfare of the city he will do far more for 
it than he can by making himself the apéstle 
of municipal ownership. 


MILWAUKEE BUSINESS MEN PROTEST. 

The business men of Milwaukee have 
started a movement to correct the misap- 
prehension which they assert exists widely 
regarding the quantity of graft and cor- 
ruption which has been discovered in their 
city. They say that conditions there have 
been grossly exaggerated, and that the mis- 
representation has injuriously © affected 
their trade and the value of their property. 

There seems some ground for their com- 
plaints. The impression in the country is 
that Milwaukee has been almost as bad as 
St, Louis was before Mr. Folk undertook 
its reformation. It appears, however, that 
the amount of bribery and official malfea- 
sance thus far uncovered has been‘ smal] 
eompared with the number. of indictments 
returned. A large part of.the true bills 
are for the bribery. or attempted bribery- 
of county supervisors; and the usual price 
of these petty officials seems to have been 
$50 or less. It is asserted that less than 
$40,000 has been involved in all the corrup- 
tion that has been discovered to have taken 
place in seven or eight years. If this be 
true Milwaukee is not so bad as it has been 
painted. 

But, while Milwaukee business men are 
justified in attempting to vindicate their 
city in so far as it has been misrepresented, 
they will make a mistake if, as now seems 
to be their purpose, they do this and noth- 
ing more. While there may not have been 
so much corruption as has been alleged, it 
apparently has been conclusively estab- 
lished ‘that there has been some, and for

‘It was on Sir William's son that the peerage 
of Willoughby of HDresby was first conferred 
on July 26, 1818, and the present earl of An- 
caster is the twenty-fourth Lord Wil- 
loughby of Eresby of his line, while Miss 
Eloise Breese’s flancé will be the twenty- 
fifth.

The sixteenth Lord Willoughby of Dresby 
was created duke of Ancaster by King 
George I., but the dukedom came to an end 
with the death without Issue of the fifth duke, 
the barony of Willoughby of Eresby passing 
in 1780 to the eldest sister of the fourth duke, 
Lady Priscilla Bertie, who married Sir Peter 
Burrell, afterwards created first Lord 
Gwydyr. Their son succeeded his father as 
second Lord Gwydyr and his mother as twen- 
ty-first Lord Willoughby of Eresby. His son 
in turn, the twenty-second Lord Willoughby 
of Eresby, died without issue, whereupon his 
barony of Gwydyr went to his first cousin, 
that Is to say, to the son of his father’s 
younger brother, while the barony of Wil- 
loughby of Eresby, being a peerage by writ 
and as such transmissible through the female 
ine, passed to his elder sister, Clementina, 
who had married Sir Gilbert Heathcote, de- 
scended from one of the founders of the Bank 
of England, and who was created Lord Ave- 
land. They had only one son, who succeeded 
his father as second Lord Aveland, and his 
mother as twenty-fourth Lord Willoughby 
of Eresby, and who was created by Queen 
Victoria some twelve years ago earl of An- 
caster. 

Through the marriage of the twenty-first 
Lord Willoughby of Eresby to Lady Clem- 
entina Drummond the vast estates of the 
Drummonds passed into his possession. They 
include Drummond castle, which is now the 
principal home of Lord and Lady Ancaster, 
and where in times to come Miss Eloise 
Breese will reign as chatelaine.

Drummond castle stands about three miles 
southwest of Creif and the castle gates are 
reached through grand old avenues and trees, 
which are without equal in the united king- 
dom. ‘The oldest part of the castle dates 
from 1491, when it was built by the first 
Lord Drummond, a nobleman whose an- 
cestors, descended from the ancient kings of 
Hungary, came to Scotland with Prince Ed- 
ward Atheling of England when he fled from 
the latter country after the death of King 
Harold and the battle of Hastings in 1066. 
In Oliver Cromwell's time Drummond castle 
received some rough treatment, being par- 
tially demolished by the parliamentary 
troops, and again in 1688 the castle, which 
had been rebuilt, was partially demolished. 
In 1745 the duchess of Perth caused most of 
the walls of the castle to be razed to the 
ground to. prevent the building from being 
used as a fortress for the Hanoverian troops. 
It was restored again, however, at the end of 
the eighteenth century and is still surround- 
ed by the world famed Drummond gardens, 
laid out by John, second earl of Perth, in the 
middle of the seventeenth century. 

There are few abodes in the united kingdom 
more replete with historic memories than 
Drummond castle. For the Drummonds fur- 
nished no less than three queens to Scotland, 
the best known of all being the Lady Mar- 
garet Drummond, consort of King James I. 
She was poisoned at Drummond castle along 
with her two sisters in order to enable her 
husband to marry Princess Margaret of Eng- 
land. Mary Queen of Scots was a frequent 
visitor to Drummond castle, and her son, 
King James I. of England, likewise often 
staid there. King Charles Edward -the Pre- 
tender slept there on the eve of the, to him, 
so fateful battle of Culloden. Queen Victoria 
and ince Albert were there in 1842, ae 
queen recording tn her published diaries her 
admiration for a superb gold ewer with a 
basin of the same metal three feet in diame- 
ter, dating from the time of that Lady An- 
nabella Drummond who married Robert III. 
of Scotland, and became the mother of Scot- 
land’s poet king, James III., whose author- 
ship of the famous love story in verse, *‘ The 
King’s Quhair,”’ is now universally accepted 
by scholars. 
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The gardens well deserve thelr celebrity. 
They are about twenty acres in extent, were 
laid out, as stated above, near 300 years ago, 
and have as a general ground plan the design 
of the Scotch national flag, combining the 
best features of the old French, Dutch, and 
Italian style. Marking the center of the 
design is an immense sun dial about. fifteen 
feet in height and having no fewer than fifty 
faces, the time of the day being indicated 
in every direction. 

The Drummond castle estates, it may be 
added, are valued at $250,000 a year, and it 
may be recalled that there are several claim- 
ants to them in the United States, among 
them the daughter of the last Lord Drum- 
mond, who died in New York about fifteen 
years ago, while working as night porter of 
one of the big metropolitan dailies, from con- 
sumption, contracted through exposure while 
earning his living as a ticket chopper on the 
elevated railroad. He had been led to ex- 
patriate himself by a marriage with one of 
his grandmother’s domestics, the validity of 
which was contested, and neither the name 


of his wife nor of his daughter, who, when 
last heard of, was waitress in a Brooklyn 
restaurant, is to be found in any of the 
British ** Peerages’’ or standard works of 
relerence.

Clyde Fitch has gotten farther away from 
his cleverness in ‘‘ The Woman in the Case ”’ 
than he has in any other play of his which 
has been seen here. The audience which 
assisted at the Chicago premiére of the 
drama last evening at McVicker’s heard 
scarcely a single Mne in which the pro- 
verbial Fitchian brilliancy shone forth. 
There was no patter talk, no chatter which 
dazzled by its brffhtness in wit or compelled 
laughter by its unusualness or daring: There 
was plenty of talk ahd none of it was dull 
or uninteresting. In fact, all of it was un- 
commonly well made. But it was the talk 
of people of average culture and intelll- 
gence, not that'of the conversational spark 
machines in human form which have been 
encountered in most of Mr. Fitch's studies 
in the upper social life. The skillful dram- 
atigt has produced a play rather than a dia- 
logue exhibit, and the result is increase of 
admiration for his abilities and satisfaction 
with his work.

* The Woman in the Case "’ is a melodrama, 
and the manner in which Miss Walsh and her 
associates present it tends in nowise to lessen 
its melodramatic qualities. They indulge in 
no rantings, but they let no “ points ’’ escape, 
and they soften no colorings the author has 
employed. The play was created for the 
‘big ’’ situation in the third act. And this 
situation is worth the writing a play for. A 
woman whose husband has been unjustly 
imprisoned on charge of having committed 
a murder and is to be tried on the morrow, 
entertains at supper the adventuress whose 
spite is responsible for the husband’s accusa- 
tion. This adventuress is the only person 
who really knows that the man is innocent, 
and in order to gain her confidence and win 
from her a confession of the truth the wife 
pretends to be a woman of the town, and has 
lived as intimate with her for two months. 
Witnesses are in the adjoining room, and the 
chance is the last one, for the trial is at hand. 
The wife leads the adventuress on, and after 
getting her intoxicated, causes her to talk 
of the trial, of the accused man, and finally 
of the scene of the supposed murder. The 
confession—which means the acquittal of the 
husband-—is long delayed, but It finally comes, 
and the curtain falls with the wife’s throt- 
tling of the creature she has been associated 
with so long, and her ultimate collapse. 

It is a scene of intense dramatic power and 
of unquestioned. theatric value, and the au- 
dience was held closely attentive and keenly 
alive throughout its unfoldment and was 
roused to cheers by its telling climax. It 
is an act which is the equal of the best Mr. 
Fitch ever contrived, both as regards its 
dramatic strength and its workmanship. 
There is not a line wasted and the grada- 
tion to the climax is masterly. The twoacts 
which lead up to this “ big” one are weil 
fashioned and the last act is admirably brier 
and therefore effective. The interest ends 
really with the third act, and the “ lived- 
happy-ever-after ’ exhibition which follows 
must needs be short if it is to avoid weaken- 
ing what has gone before. Mr. Fitch has 
been wise in this, and thus one of the best 

made plays he has produced is satisfactorily 
rounded out.

The performance is generally adequat: 
In the role of the wife Miss Walsh has oppor- 
tunity to appear as a heroine less amazoniec. 
less lachrymose, and less degenerate than 
have been those she has portrayed of late. 
Mrs. Rolfe is a woman of today—American. 
with all that that means of self-possession. 
poise, and mental cleverness. There is 
nothing of the excitable or the ultra-senti- 
mental about her. She has nerves and they 
quiver, but she knows how to control them. 
She loves and loves deeply, 
no display of her affection. 
ter that commands respect and wins imme- 
diate sympathy, but the portrayal of it 
does not lay any great demands on Miss 
Walsh's histrionic abilities. 

Three of the acts call for only quiet, “ go- 
clety’’ acting, and thege are handled with 
intelligence, skill, and good taste. The other 
act—that of the confession—requires the as- 
sumption of the manners and speech of a 
woman of the town. Miss Walsh plays this 
so as to satisfy its every requirement alone 
these lines, and yet manages to keep before 
the spectator the fact that the coarseness 
is but assumed. It is a praise meriting piece 
of work, and still the scene belongs to Miss 
Dorr, who appears as the adventuress. Could 
only the climax of the third act be seen un- 
qualified commendation would be Miss Dorr’s 
portion.

Would Displace Negro Help. 

It is conceivable that the cotton millers in 
the Carolinas and in Alabama ‘are ready 
to accept almost any substitute for colored 
labor, which has proved unsatisfactory after 
patient and prolonged experiment. So, too, 
in the big mines and rolling mills of Ala- 
bama and Tennessee, the employers may be 
willing, even anxious, to try another kind 
of labor. But it is still true that more than 
90 per cent of the land in the south is de- 
voted to farming and lumbering, whereas a 
like proportion of the people have their in- 
terests in those industries. 

The railway and steamship companies are 
naturally disposed to look with favor upon 
immigration, even of the promiscuous and 
indiscriminate kind.

aiieh Felix Klein, the French scholar and 
author, has written his “ impressions of Chi- 
cago"! These impressions occupy an entire 
chapter of his latest book, “‘Au Pays de la Vie 
Intenge."’ The abbé’s opinion of Chicago is 
not as bad as it might be. 

‘No wonder,” he says, “ that the streets 
are unswept, unmacadamized, unpaved." “A 
city in the making, a huge workshop,” are the 
terms in which he would sum up his chapter 


on Chicago. 
*“*In the Land of the Strenuous Life,’’ he 


declares, ‘‘ there is a city of great distances. 
Nobody is on foot in the streets. The boule- 
vards are comparable with the Bois de 
Bologne of Paris or the outskirts of Hyde 
park in London.” 

The abbé describes his ascent to the Audi- 
torium tower, and his disappointment at see- 
ing the approaches to “‘ the great inland sea”’ 
marred by wharves and railroad tracks. 


Marvels at Big Department Store. 

One State street department store that 
meets his eye would “‘contain the Bon Marché 
and the. Louvre easily.” On making a visit, 
he expects to find porters and servants in 
livery at the door. He finds, hawever, “as 
much charm, good taste, and distinction 
in manners” In a Chicago home as might 
be found in Stockholm or Florence. 

A visit to a “ Baptist Sunday school for 
colored péople,”* where they sang songs “ to 
the tune of a merry go round ”’; a trip to the 
stockyards, 
leaves to Paul Bourget, and a yisit to Hull 
house completed the abbé’s itinerary.:* 

“Tt is easy enough to see,’’ he says, “‘ that 
a city which has increased a million inhab- 
itants in the last two decades can hardly have 
everything in apple pie order.”’ 

The abbé’s first glimpse of Chicago was in 
Wabash avenue, “ one of the most important 
of the city’s thoroughfares.” 

**One might call it,” he says, “ the divid- 
ing Hine between a quarter that Is wealthy, 
elegant, and finished and another still in 
construction, where shabby frame houses 
elbow palaces and factories alternate with 
unkempt prairies.

* Now we are driving down town through 
avenues adorned with magnificent residences, 
each placed amid lawns and flower beds. 
Some of the buildings are fantastic; the ma- 
jority are in. perfect taste. It is possible 
to drive sixty-five miles through the various 
parks. What traveler will brave all preju- 
dice, and be the first to tell the world that 
there are few cities uniting as much lovell- 
ness in their parks, their ayenues, their 
boulevards, as this prosaic city of Chicago? 
I hardly have seen anywhere else s0 many 
people praying in the churches, visiting the 
museums and galleries, or reading in the If- 
braries.’’

They Have Six Weeks More of the 
Struggle Before Natural Conditions 
Relieve Tendency to Money Strin- 
gency, and It Is Not Certain Plan 
Will Be Whol'y Successful — Less 
Tendency Shown Saturday to Make 
Weekly Statement Deceptive. 


Adverse money conditions and the effort 
of large New York banking interests to 
counteract the effect of such conditions, are 
the two factors in the stock market. Also 
they have been the dominating influences 
during the last six weeks, and the test is 
not yet over. The bankers have been suc- 
cessful thus far in warding off higher inter- 
est rates afid the bear sentiment which would 
follow the exhaustion of the excess reserve 
of the asgociated banks. 

In the statement of a week ago Saturday 
the saving of this item was by a process so 
flagrant that it excited the ridicule of banks 
other than those in the scheme. Even the 
president of the Clearing House association 
declared the bank statement to be a farce. 
But such an utterance by the head of the 
association and even the ridicule of banks 
do not offset the fixed influence which for 
years the weekly statements have exerted 
on market sentiment. 


Call for Funds Continues. 


It may be doubted whether the actual de- | 


mand for money which undeniably exists and 
which is drawing on the cash. in New York 
banks, can be so successfully concealed in 
the coming six weeks as it has been in the 
six weeks past. The call for funds is not 
yet over and will not be until the latter part 
of November. Al! considerations of the ordi- 
nary character point toward higher interest 
rates and lower stock market prices. The 
question for the market is whether the few 
large banks which are opposed to higher 
rates can maintain their position artificially 
against actual underlying demands. It is not 
doubted that money will be easier after the 
turn of the year. The market should revert 
to conditions which existed prior to the au- 
tumn demand. Not only that, but the gen- 
eral wealth will have been augmented by 
the price of the crops which then will have 
been harvested. But that money is not in 
Wall street now, and it doesn’t allay the 
thirst of the traveler in the desert to know 
that at the end of.a six weeks’ journey, if 
he live, he will be able to quench his thirst. 


Surplus Reserve Decreases. 


In the bank statement Saturday there was 
shown less disposition practically to falsify 
the actual situation than was exhibited in 
the figures of the previous week. The loss in 
cash, amounting to $8,454,700, was not sought 
to be covered up by surreptitious borrowing 
of cash from trust companies for the twenty- 
four hours necessary to include the figures in 
the bank statement. But deposits showed a 
decrease of $21,208,400, which reduced the re- 
serve requirements by $4,240,680. The sur- 
plus reserve was left to stand the decrease 
of $3,153,850. The item is now $4,285,975, 
against $12,636,900 for the corresponding 
week last year. If the same circumspect re- 
gard for a fair reflection of conditions is to be 
observed in the next few weeks there will be 
nothing to encourage speculation on the bul! 
side of the stock market, condition of the 
banks considered. It may be noted in the 
withdrawal of deposits that there can be less 
objection to such a showing than a pretended 
increase in cash. The total shrinkage in de- 
posits in ten weeks has been $140,483,200, as 
against something over $100,000,000 in the 
last five months of 1904.

In the Chicago market there was little 
unusual] in the course of the week.

tive bond purchasers to the effect that its 
net earnings tnJ905 will be $3,755,000, and 
that the city’s pértion of the gross income, 
5 per cent, will be $270,000. It-isn’t doubted 
that the statement to the city controller 
is the one more nearly correct, though it is 
not believed that either is a statement of 
facts. 

The speculation in United Boxboard shares 
continued throughout the week in moderate 
volume. Both issues are low priced, one 
at 2 and the other between l4 and 15. Even 
if nothing come of reorganization plans, lit- 
tle harm canbe done by the movement which 
has been carried on inthe shares. Evidently 
some of the buying has been induced by the 
belief that the position of the company is 
likely to be improved. If such should be 
the case, the price of $14 a share for the pre- 
ferred issue is not an alarming inflation of 
values. 

American Can shares were not made spe- 
cially active. Earnings of the company are 
understood to be larger than ever, but the 
busy season is drawing to a close and com- 
petition has made considerable progress. It 
is to be said that conservatism is being ex- 
ercised and nothing is heard at this time 
of an increase beyond the 5 per cent dividend 
rate on the preferred stock. Friends of the 
company say the earnings are equal to 8 
per:cent. If this be correst, a large margin 
over dividends is left for surplus and work- 
ing capital, keeping the company in that par- 
ticular in a strong position. Within the 
course of a year it can be known better how 
successful will be competitors in the field 
of the company’s present business. The 
company’s volume of sales evidently is in- 
creasing, otherwise there would be no occa- 
sion for the building of four new plants.

NEW. WHEAT NOT A BURDEN;.. 
MARKET BROADENS SLOWLY. 
HY peport Sales of American Wheat to Ger- 
many Exert Some Influence on 
Prices. / ee. 
Although the wheat market passed through 


periods of depression and dullness last week 
the trend of prices was upward. The weight 


of offerings in the northwest did not prove | 


burdensome, with transportation difficulties 
to keep the receipts down, and in addition 
the Armour attitude in the local market ap- 
parently. was unchanged, and the December 
line of that interest probably is as large or 

ger than it has been at any time during 
the present campaign. 

The market finally wound up 1%-%c higher 
for the week for December and %c higher 
for May. The domestic situation underwent 
no material change. Wheat moved a trifle 


less freely in the northwest, and stocks at | 


the two leading markets again increased a | 


little more than 1,000,000 bu. Flour demand 
continued good, with mills running full time 
to catch up on orders, more of which were 
for prompt shipment than last year. Seed- 
ing of the new winter wheat crop was pro- 
gressing well, although a good deal of com- 
plaint was being heard of dry weather delay 
in Kansas, Oklahoma, and other parts of the 
southwest. 


Export Problem Still Unsolved. 


In midweek there was encouragement from 
moderate sales of American spring wheat to 
Germany, indicating that that important im- 
porter may have found Russian supplies, on 
which she has been drawing more heavily 
than any one country, will be inadequate. 
Practically all the export business, however, 
is being done in Manitobas, the only reason 
for the buying of the American product cited 
being a lower duty into Germany from the 
United States than from Canada. Manitobas 
sold abroad freely at lower prices, a fact 
which bears construed as making slim the 
chances of selling the American product in, 
any quantities, and the bulls looked on asa

uy. 

Foreign authorities do not take much stock 
in the popular estimate on this side of a large 
exportable surplus, placed by many at 200,- 
000,000 bu. F. Lenders of London long has 
been a scoffer, placing more dependence on 
the smaller crop estimates of Jones, and 
Broomhall does not allow for much more of 
a contribution from America than last year 
in his estimates of future supplies. He says 
in the Corn Trade News: ‘ From the United 
States little assistance can be expected, for 
beyond certain quantities of Pacific coast 
wheat, available later in the season, and 
some trifling shipments of Kansas and the 
poorer classes of spring wheat, the great bulk 
of America’s export will be in the form of 
flour. Last season the States exported on 
balance 1,000,000 bu wheat and 40,000,000 bu 
wheat as flour; in the previous year, 44,000,000 
bu wheat and 75,000,000 bu as flour. In July 
and August this season they have exported 
1,000,000 bu wheat and 5,000,000 bu wheat as 
flour. We do not believe the States will ship 
more than 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 bu wheat 
and 70,000,000 to 80,000,000 bu as flour during 
the season.” 


Corn and Oats Higher. 

In corn fine weather for finishing up the 
crop, with western advices claiming the 
movement from the new crop will be quite 
general before this month is out, acted on 
one side of the market, and the strong cash 
situation, liberal] charters, and the radical 
discount of the May under the cash level 
acted on the other. The May price closed 
within \%c of the best point of the week, with 
December even stronger. To what extent 
the railroads can supply rolling stock for the 
new corn when they are having such trouble 
with wheat may bea later influence.
